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MURDER VICTIM’S 
PARENTS DEMAND 
ANSWERS 

New bid to reopen inquest

THE parents of mum-to-be Eystna 
Blunnie, who was brutally 
murdered by her former boyfriend 
almost three years ago, are calling 
for an inquest into her death to be 
reopened. 

Kevin and Susan Blunnie claim 
their 20-year-old daughter’s life 
might have been saved but for fail¬ 
ures by Essex Police and other agen¬ 
cies, revealed in a Government- 
commissioned domestic homicide 
review last year. 

Catering student Eystna, of Hail¬ 
ing Hill, Harlow, was found fatally 
injured by the side of the road in 
Howard Way in the early hours of 
June 27,2012. She was taken to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital but doctors 
were unable to save her or her 
unborn baby, Rose. 

Sentenced 

Her former boyfriend, Tony 
McLernon, 25, of North Grove, Har¬ 
low, was arrested and charged with 
murder and child destruction. He 
was found guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court of both charges and 
sentenced to life in prison, with a 
recommendation that he must serve 
27 years before being eligible for 
parole. 

On Monday Mr and Mrs Blunnie 
applied to Essex area coroner Elean¬ 
or McGann to reopen an inquest in 
the light of the known immediate 
risks to Eystna’s life, which they 
said had not come out during the 


trial of McLernon. 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned a few days after Eystna’s 
death but a full hearing was never 
held after McLernon’s trial because 
the coroner decided not to resume 
it. 

Essex Police, the Crown Prosec¬ 
ution Service, Essex Children’s Ser¬ 


vices and mental health body North 
Essex Partnership Foundation NHS 
Trust have all objected to reopening 
the inquest. 

But part-way through this week’s 
preliminary hearing at Chelmsford 
Coroner’s Court, the case had to be 
adjourned for those organisations to 
produce individual management 


reviews. 

Coroner Mrs McGann, who 
adjourned the hearing until Friday, 
May 15, also said that McLernon 
should be represented at an inquest 
if she decided there should be one. 

Mr and Mrs Blunnie have already 
filed a civil claim for damages

Light relief 
as county 
cuts back 
switch-off 

THE number of hours that 
streetlights in Harlow are 
switched off at night is to be 
reduced to four from Monday. 

In a move described by 
Essex County Council as a 
“fine-tuning” of its night 
lighting scheme, lamps will 
go out at lam instead of 
midnight as at present. 

County Hall said the move, 
timed to coincide with the 
start of British Summer Time 
this weekend, will have a 
positive impact on the night¬ 
time economy in urban areas 
and benefit commuters. 

It said part-night lighting 
would save approximately 
£1.4m a year. A cut in carbon 
emissions has also meant an 
extra saving of £145,000 in tax 
paid to the Government. 

The cost of the change will 
be a one-off sum of £300,000. 

Welcomed 

Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner welcomed the 
change and said he was 
pleased County Hall had 
shown it was able respond to 
local needs while town MP 
Robert Halfon called it a “step 
in the right direction” . 

But Labour candidate Suzy 
Stride branded the move an 
“empty political gesture”. 

The decision to reduce the 
hours of the part-night 
lighting scheme comes less 
than a week after County Hall 
refused Harlow Council’s 
offer to pay for keeping the 
town’s street lights on all 
night with money raised by 
increasing council tax bills 
by 1.5 per cent.

Three groups receive funding from High Sheriff 



THREE groups in Harlow received a 
funding boost after landing High Sher¬ 
iff cash awards given to organisations 
which help to promote community 
safety and prevent crime. 

The Crucial Crew project won the 
Essex County Council Bowl and 
received a grant of £1,000 at the awards 
ceremony held at Hylands House in 
Chelmsford. 

The grant will go towards an event 
to help reduce crime, disorder and 
drug abuse among young people in the 
town. 

Berecroft Residents’ Association 
was awarded £500 to support the work 
of community wardens and Harlow 
Neighbourhood Watch was given a 
similar amount to go towards street 
signs to highlight neighbourhood 
watch areas. 

Home-Start Harlow was given a cer¬ 
tificate for giving outstanding support 
to its volunteers. 

Epping Forest Youth Council won 
the High Sheriff Shield and was awar¬ 
ded £1,000 for its project to help raise 
awareness of the impact bullying has 
on young people while Voluntary 
Action Epping Forest received £600 for 
a garden maintenance project to help 
elderly and disabled people and £500 
towards the provision of key safes for 
vulnerable people to improve their 
home safety. 

More than 40 voluntary and com¬ 
munity organisations were represen¬ 
ted at this year's ceremony and 


trophies, certificates and grants 
totalling £23,471 were presented by the 
outgoing High Sheriff of Essex, Nich¬ 
olas Charrington.

Can you solve mystery of names found in bridge? 


THE search on to find a woman whose 
name was found written on a piece of 
paper and hidden in a bridge in 
Kenya. 

Engineer David Horsey was working 
in Mombassa in 1983 when he dis¬ 
covered an envelope containing the 
names and addresses of three people 
which had been placed in the Nyali 
Bridge. One was Ruth Lang followed by 
the address 113 Tithelands, Harlow, 
Essex. 

Mr Horsey kept the letter but forgot 
all about it. It was only in 2009 when he 



moved house that his wife found it. 

“I discovered it 30 years ago but 
sadly did nothing about it” said Mr 
Horsey, who still lives in Kenya. “It was 
just a piece of paper inside one of the 


anchors of the bridge I was renovating. 
I’m now trying to track down the 
women.” 

The other names on the list were 
Helen Chambers from Doncaster in 
Yorkshire and Beverley Carter, who 
lived in the former West Germany. 

“It was there for someone to find,” 
said Mr Horsey. “I have made two time 
capsules myself, one before and one 
after this find.”

against the four organisation 
involved, but that claim has been 
put on hold pending the outcome of 
the coroner’s decision about the 
inquest. 

The Blunnies’ lawyer, Alison 
Gerry, told the court: “The crim¬ 
inal investigation focused on Tony 
McLernon. There was no invest¬ 
igation into the actions or inter¬ 
actions of the agencies relating to 
protecting Eystna.” 

She said steps could, or might, 
have been taken to reduce the risk 
to Eystna. It was known McLernon 
had a long history of domestic 
abuse against partners and ex¬ 
partners, including Eystna, and of 
acts of violence towards others. 

He had mental health issues 
related to alcohol and drug abuse 
and in the month before the 
murder he was admitted to acci¬ 
dent and emergency at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital for self-harm. 

It was also known that he dis¬ 
puted the paternity of Eystna’s 
baby and suspected her of being 
unfaithful. 

Miss Gerry said police were 
aware that Eystna reported 
McLernon had assaulted her on 
April 1,2012 and she was willing to 
support a prosecution. She said she 
was frightened of him and claimed 
he had threatened to kill her. 

In addition, midwives at PAH 
had raised their concerns abiut 
contact between the couple. 

Miss Gerry continued: “The 
domestic homicide review has real 
concern about a lack of sharing of 
information and a multi-agency 
approach.” 

That report, she said, referred to 
McLernon’s “toxic mix” of violent 
behaviour, previous history and 
alcohol use. 

The CPS had since admitted it 
was wrong not to prosecute 
McLernon for the April assault 
against Eystna. 

Police tried to contact Eystna on 
May 2 and 14 by phone for a welfare 
check but she did not respond and 
they took no further steps. 

Barrister Briony Ballard, rep¬ 
resenting Essex Police, said the 
force had taken “the reasonable 
steps that could have been taken”.

Fight to turn on 
lights continues 

Council leader refuses to give up on £100k bid 



More to be spent 
on grass cutting 
programme and 
weed prevention 

EXTRA resources have been 
allocated to improve the maintenance 
of Harlow’s green open spaces this 
year. 

Four additional ride-on grass 
cutting machines and operatives have 
been added to the existing team for 
six months while a strimming and 
weed spraying team will be employed 
to tackle obstacles and areas difficult 
to cut by machines. 

A further month of resources has 
also been included in the budget to 
respond to the early or late grass 
growing season, and an extra hard 
surface weed spray has been 
acquired to increase the number of 
town-wide spraying from two to three 
to prevent weeds establishing 
themselves alongside roads, verges 
and footpaths. 

The funding to pay for the eextra 
measures has come from efficiency 
savings as part of Harlow Council’s 
contract with Kier Harlow Ltd 
contract. 

The changes are designed to build 
on measures introduced last summer 
as a direct result of public concern 
about the standard and frequency of 
grass cutting and strimming in the 
town. 

Damage 

The council is also planning to 
rectify the damage caused by 
unauthorised traveller encampments. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
portfolio holder for environment, 
said: “We know from talking to 
residents and last year’s budget 
consultation findings that the 
maintenance of the town’s open 
spaces is a high priority. 

“On a daily basis residents will 
either drive, walk or cycle past green 
open spaces and they are a 
fundamental part of the town’s 
landscape and are much loved. 

Cutting the grass more regularly, 
extra strimming and extra weed 
spraying will help bring back a bit of 
pride in our town and make a 
positive and visible difference to 
Harlow.” 

He added: “This is also about 
improving value for money for 
taxpayers when it comes to looking 
after the town's open spaces. 

“Over the years grass cutting, 
strimming and weed spraying has 
been reduced with savings put 
elsewhere to protect other services. 
We have worked with Kier Harlow to 
look at ways money can be reinvested 
in maintaining open spaces without 
impacting on other services they 
provide.”

THE fight to keep Harlow’s street 
lights on throughout the night will 
continue despite County Hall’s 
decision to keep them on for an extra 
hour. 

Harlow Council voted last month to 
raise council tax by 1.5 per cent to pay 
for the cost of having the street lights 
turned back on all night. It followed 
complaints of theft, robbery and 
injury as people walked in the dark¬ 
ness. 

But the county council rejected the 
£121,000 offer, saying it was “bizarre” 
as it had seen no evidence of a rise in 
crime or injury. 

In a letter to Harlow Council leader 
Jon Clempner, Essex County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for highways 
and transportation Cllr Rodney Bass 
said: “While we understand you spe¬ 
cifically addressed in your budget 
debate this somewhat bizarre finan¬ 
cial proposal, we are sorry that you 
have been unable to offer any sub¬ 
stantive justification for this arrange¬ 
ment. 


“In particular, you have been 
unable to provide any sensible 
rationale for your council’s change of 
stance nor any evidence of an 
increase in crime or accidents which 
could be attributed to the part-night 
lighting scheme.” 

About 70 per cent of lights have 
been turned off between midnight 
and 5am since March 2013, resulting 
in an annual saving of more than 
film. 

But on Monday the county council 
announced the lights would now be 
turned off between lam and 5am six 
days a week, costing an extra £300,000 
a year. 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clemp¬ 
ner said he was pleased County Hall 
was showing “flexibility in respond¬ 
ing to local needs”. 

He said: “This change of mind by 
Essex County Council does not affect 
Harlow Council’s offer to pay to keep 
street lights on all night in Harlow. 

“This isn’t the end of the matter,” 
he added. “We will continue to put 
our community’s needs first and seek 
to get our town’s street lights back 
on.” 


Cllr Clempner said if the deal was 
not accepted by April 1 the money 
generated by the council tax rise 
would be “protected”. 

Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader of the 
Conservative group on Harlow Coun¬ 
cil, said the whole situation had been 
handled badly by the Labour admin¬ 
istration. 

“They clearly didn’t do their 
research, didn’t actually speak to the 
relevant cabinet member and didn’t 
get their sums right,” he said. “If the 
light switch-on doesn’t happen the 
Labour council owes taxpayers in 
Harlow £100,000. Can we all have our 
money back please?” 

Elsewhere in Essex, Colchester 
Borough Council said it had allocated 
up to £185,000 in its budget to pay for 
the lights to be turned back on. 
Tendring District Council is due to 
debate the issue later. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon has 
called on Harlow Council to scrap its 
plans for a rise in council tax while 
Labour parliamentary candidate 
Suzy Stride led a protest against the 
switch-off outside Parliament yester¬ 
day (Wednesday).

Why cyclists

SIR Your correspondent Pat 
Ivory asks why cyclist’ use the 
roads and do not stick to the 
excellent cycle track network 
here in Harlow (Letters, March 
19). As someone who uses a 
bicycle on a daily basis as my 
principal mode of transport, I 
think that I can respond with 
some experience on this matter. 

Firstly, it is necessary to ride 
on the road just to get to and 
from a cycle track as they don’t 
go from door to door. Secondly, 
the cycle track network is 
nowhere near as comprehensive 
as the road system so some 
journeys will have to be entirely 
on the road. 

Finally, cyclists are free to use 
the public highway except where 
specifically excluded so I’ll 
continue to use the roads when it 
suits me. 

Mrs Ivory should be more 
concerned about people riding 
bikes on the footpath and also 
pedestrians who insist on 
walking on the cycle tracks, 
locked in their cyber world and 
oblivious to all that’s going on 
around them. 

As for helmet-cams and the 
like, they are definitely not for 
me. They only encourage 
confrontation.

My husband and I cycle 
regularly and whilst I agree that 
the cycle track network is good, 
the quality of the surface is far 
from safe to ride on as it is 
uneven (due to the track being 
dug up to lay gas/water pipes 
and then made good), scattered 
with potholes, debris from 
falling trees and, in my area, fly- 
tipped rubbish. 

Perhaps Mrs Ivory would care 
to take to a bike and try cycling 
around Harlow. She may well 
then understand why the road is 
possibly a safer option.

Changes to 
parking costs 

SIR Further to the letter about 
the charge for parking permits 
(Star, March 19), the decision by 
the North Essex Parking 
Partnership, of which Harlow is 
a member, was first taken at a 
board meeting in 2013. 

The council was at that time 
run by the Conservatives who 
agreed to delay the introduction 
until 2015. 

I now attend these meetings in

Whilst it has 
taken me six months, the 
parking partnership has now 
agreed to consult on a more 
sensible and rationale charging 
system for visitors’ parking 
permits.

In the 
meantime I would encourage 
anyone who does require regular 
visitors to a parking permit area 
and has concerns about the 
current cost to contact the 
council. 

We have been able to assist 
several residents in resolving 
this issue. Whilst we need to 
strike a balance in resolving the 
misuse of visitors’ permits, this 
should have never been at the 
expense of the rest of the 
community.

Therefore, I make this 
suggestion to the council - let 
tenants be given the opportunity 
to prepare a professional report 
on various elements of the 
decent homes project based on 
the professionalism of 
contractors, timescales, standard 
of work and cost. 

In short, compare process with 
outcome. 

Hopefully the council will 
respond positively but what do 
the tenants think of this idea and 
would they be prepared to get 
involved? Let’s hope so.

College places 
threatened by 
cut in funding 

Warning about the impact on skills training

PROPOSED Government cuts 
that could see more than 190,000 
college course places lost nation¬ 
ally by next year will have a dev¬ 
astating impact on Harlow 
College, it was claimed this 
week. 

According to the Association of 
Colleges (AOC), which acts as a 
collective voices for colleges 
across the country, the funding 
cuts will see a massive reduction 
in the number of places offered to 
students aged 19 and over. 

It warned that slashing funding 
by 24 per cent for the 2015-16 aca¬ 
demic year - with health, public 
services and IT courses those 
likely to be cut the hardest - could 
spell the end of adult education 
and training by 2020. 

Harlow College will have its 
annual funding reduced by 
around £1.2m in the autumn. This 
will have an impact on the intake 
of adult learners, with 1,200 fewer 
places offered. 

AOC chief executive Martin 
Doel said: “Adult education and 
training is effectively being 
decimated. These cuts could mean 


an end to the vital courses that 
provide skilled employees for the 
workforce such as nurses and 
social care workers. 

“The potential loss of provision 
threatens the future prospects of 
the millions of people who may 
need to retrain as they continue to 
work beyond retirement age, as 
well as unemployed people who 
need support to train for a new 
role. 

“Adult education and training 
in England is too important to be 
lost, to both individuals and the 
wider economy.” 

Devastating 

Harlow Labour parliamentary 
candidate Suzy Stride said the 
cuts would be devastating and 
would undermine the commit¬ 
ment of all political parties to 
provide better skills for young 
people to tackle low pay and skills 
shortage. 

“Harlow College is the centre of 
our community and these cuts are 
appalling and despicable,” she 
said. “Robert Halfon [Harlow MP] 
needs to stop talking and start 
acting on these issues which are 
crucial to the future of our 
town.” 


Mr Halfon said he had hoped 
there would have been no need for 
funding cuts but added the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of college 
places would be balanced out by 
an increase in the number of 
apprenticeships. 

He said: “Of course I would have 
hoped this had not happened. 
However, the Minister of State 
said that he is using the money to 
put extra resources into appren¬ 
ticeships. 

“Since being elected in 2010 I 
have done everything I can to 
support the college. The Govern¬ 
ment has invested £10m in the 
new University Technical College 
and a further £2.5m in an engin¬ 
eering centre at the college.” 

Mr Halfon added that as soon as 
he was made aware of the issue he 
invited the Government’s skills 
minister Nick Boles to meet Har¬ 
low College principal Karen Spen¬ 
cer and funding diversification 
manager Debbie Sheridan. 

During the meeting Mr Boles 
said he would help the college 
explore other options to increase 
funding through Advanced 
Learner Loans and traineeships 
as well as helping it prepare a 
business plan for expansion.

in hospital after 
fatal Mil crash 

Man, 47, killed in three-vehicle smash

ONE of the drivers involved in 
Friday’s fatal accident on the Mil 
north of Harlow has been arrested 
for causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

A 47-year-old man from Chath¬ 
am in Kent was killed in the three- 
vehicle crash which closed the 
northbound carriageway of the 
motorway between junctions 8 at 
Bishop’s Stortford and 10 at Dux- 
ford from more than five hours. 

He was travelling in a Ford 
Focus which was in collision with 
two other vehicles - a Volkswagen 
Golf and a VW Transporter van. 

Three other people were taken 
to hospital. One of them, a 40-year- 
old man from Sidcup in Kent, was 
later arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 


He was released bailed pending 
further police enquiries until 
Wednesday, June 24. 

The accident happened in the 
outside lane of the two-lane north¬ 
bound carriageway at 1.40pm. 

Police, fire crews from Stan- 
sted, Newport, Saffron Walden 
and Linton, paramedics and a 
hazardous area response team 
vehicle from the East of England 
Ambulance Service were joined at 
the scene by traffic officers from 
the Highways Agency. 

An air ambulance was also 
scrambled, landinga in field adja¬ 
cent to the northbound carriage¬ 
way. 

Although the crash happened 
in the outside lane of the north¬ 
bound carriageway the vehicles 
ended up in the outside lane of the 
southbound carriageway. 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
man said fire and ambulance 


crews had to access the crash site 
from the opposite carriageway. 

Because of the severity of the 
crash, the Highways Agency took 
the decision to install incident 
screens in the central reservation 
so that traffic on the southbound 
carriageway, which by 3pm was 
tailing back to junction 11 of the 
motorway, could be released as 
soon as possible. 

Traffic was prevented from 
entering the motorway at the 
junction 8 northbound sliproad 
and junctions 10, 9A and 9 south¬ 
bound sliproads. An emergency 
diversion route was put in place 
using the A120, A10 and A505. 

Once the operation to remove 
the crash vehicles was completed, 
police carried out a “prolonged 
and extensive” investigation 
which took until 6.15pm. 

The northbound carriageway 
was eventually reopened at 7pm.

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Crucial Crew delivers safety

SAFETY first was the message 
delivered to hundreds of pupils 
from primary schools in Harlow 
who took part in the annual 
Crucial Crew event at the 
Latton Bush Centre.

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Police apology 
over handling 
of illegal camps 

Cost of tackling traveller issue now £118k

A SENIOR officer has apologised to residents in 
Harlow for the Essex Police’s handling of illegal 
traveller encampments in the town. 

Speaking at public meeting on Thursday about the 
illegal encampments, Superintendent Sean O’Calla¬ 
ghan admitted the action taken by police had been 
“inconsistent”. 

He said: “I apologise if anyone didn’t receive the 
service they had been entitled to. I also apologise for 
any inconsistencies.” 

Earlier this month Harlow Council secured a 
landmark ruling in the High Court to ban illegal 
traveller encampments. 

The interim injunction prevents travellers from 
setting up illegal camps on any piece of land within 
the Harlow Council area or face contempt of court 
charges. In addition, any traveller entering the town 
will be banned from pitching up on 454 individual 
‘parcels of land’. 

To date, the cost of imposing the interim injunc¬ 
tion and the cost of cleaning up illegal sites and 
preventative measures has reached £118,000. Of this, 
£75,000 was spent on clean-up costs and £43,000 on 
obtaining the injunction. 

Superintendent O’Callaghan was joined at the 
meeting by Harlow Council leader Jon Clempner, 
town MP Robert Halfon and representatives from 
Essex County Council. 


Since October 2013, Harlow Council and Essex 
County Council moved travellers from 110 illegal 
encampments in the town. 

Responding to questions about the length of time 
it took to gain the court injunction, Cllr Clempner 
said complaints and concerns about travellers had 
filled nine ring binders worth of evidence. 

He said the council was now looking to secure a 
permanent High Court injunction to stop the prob¬ 
lem occurring again. 

Answering questions over the police handling of 
traveller-related incidents, Superintendent O’Calla¬ 
ghan said they were restricted by current laws 
which need to be changed to make them more 
effective. 

He said: “Powers granted by section 61 of the 
Criminal Justice and Public Order Act are only able 
to move travellers off transit sites and are not 
sufficient to deal with the problem permanently.” 

Mr Halfon responded: “The Home Office will 
toughen up Section 61. What Essex County Council 
are trying to do is bring all the councils together to 
make sure that if this problem ever happens again it 
will be a lot easier to deal with.” 

He added that discussions were taking place to 
find a suitable site elsewhere in Essex which could 
be used as a transit camp. 

Cllr Clempner said the traveller groups men¬ 
tioned had been offered a housing assessment but 
had refused, adding: “This is an unprecedented 
response to an unprecedented problem.”

THE mother of a boy with 
autism is holding a charity bake 
sale to raise awareness of the 
condition and gather funds for 
Harlow-based charity PACT for 
Autism. 

Laura Buck will be selling 
cakes and also running a raffle 
tomorrow (Friday). She is 
hoping to raise £300 for the 
organisation which provided 
support for her son Billy and his 
family. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon will 
be visiting the sale which takes 
place in the Co-op supermarket 
at Colt Hatch. 

Miss Buck said: “PACT has 
been really helpful and we have 
been going to them ever since 
my son was diagnosed. I am 
really looking forward to the sale 
and the main thing for us is to 
raise awareness of autism.”

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Rape cases in 
Essex reach a 
five-year high 

Increase in incidents reported to police

THE number of recorded rapes in Essex is at a 
five-year high according to new figures recor¬ 
ded by police. 

The data was contained in a report by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary’s rape 
monitoring group which showed that in the 
2013/14 period there were 415 reported cases of 
adult rape and 215 of child rape. 

During the same period there were 82 pro¬ 
secutions and 49 convictions. 

The countywide data showed that during the 
five-year period from 2009-2014 police recorded 
a total of 2,538 rapes against men, women and 
children. 

During the same period 383 people were 
prosecuted and, of those, 252 were convicted. 

The rising figures for rape are reflected 
nationally, with an increase in reports since 
the launch in 2012 of the Metropolitan Police- 
led Operation Yewtree in the wake of the 
Jimmy Savile revelations. 

The number of cases referred to the Crown 
Prosecution Service by officers has also 
increased, from 144 in 2009-10 to 207 in 2013- 
14. 

The HMIC report said: “While these figures 
can be interpreted as encouraging and as a 


reflection of public confidence in authorities, 
more work to improve victim access to spe¬ 
cialist support may yet further increase the 
number of victims who feel able to report to 
police.” 

Katie Russell, national spokeswoman for 
charity Rape Crisis England and Wales, said: 
“With these figures it’s impossible to know the 
full detail and the rise in recorded rapes could 
be down to more recorded incidents by police 
rather than a rise in the crimes themselves. 

“The Government estimates that only 
around 15 per cent of rape victims go to the 
police, but that number has begun to rise in the 
past year or two. 

“Something is changing and Operation 
Yewtree has given hope to victims that they 
will be believed and treated with respect when 
they report to the police,” she added. 

“Seeing a rise in reports is encouraging, but 
we have a long way to go before victims are 
able to report rape like victims of other serious 
crime.” 

Sarah Clementson, manager of the charity 
Care for Action on Rape and Abuse, said: 
“Since 2012 we have experienced a 70 per cent 
increase in referral rates and that number has 
remained steady ever since. 

“Only around 15 per cent of our clients 
report to the police.” 



Firm steps in to repair community 
centre’s pothole-ridden car park 


POTHOLES in the car park of a 
community centre in Harlow have 
been repaired after a local firm 
offered to carry out the work free 
of charge. 

A team of workmen from 
groundwork’s and civil 
engineering specialists The Pryor 
Group, in Foster Street, spent a 
day laying a new surface on the 
parking area at The Gateway 
Centre, in Perry Road. 

As well as the labour the 
company supplied the materials 
and equipment need to fill in the 
potholes. 

Michael Lawrence, site manager 
at The Pryor Group, said: “We like 
to do work in the local community 
and help out where we can. 


“We were keen to support the 
centre and sent a digger round 
there with some lads who spent 
the day re-grading the surface.” 

Brian Spencer, pastor of 
Gateway Freedom Church which 
runs the centre, said: “There 
wasn’t an easy and cheap solution 
to our car park issues.

'Creative’ changes 
to work shifts will 
put more police on 
duty at peak times 

POLICE chiefs in Essex are to introduce 
changes to working patterns which will 
boost the number of officers on duty 
during peak times. 

The current shift system of six days 
on, four days off means that too many 
officers are on duty during early morn¬ 
ing hours when the number of calls to 
police is much reduced. 

As a result, the system will be changed 
to shifts of six days on and three off. 

Many officers in different commands 
already work the new system and the 
change, which is due to be introduced in 
the autumn, will bring nearly all officers 
on to the same system. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh 
said: “Our peak period of demand is 
between 2pm and 8pm but we have had to 
look at creative ways of getting more 
officers on duty at these times. 

Austerity 

“The continuing austerity pro¬ 
gramme has seen us make savings of 
more than £50m in the last four years 
and we know there is more to come. This 
means we will have fewer officers in the 
future and we need to make sure their 
working patterns help protect the people 
of Essex.” 

He said a number of different options 
had been considered to ensure the new 
pattern still provided officers with a 
suitable work-life balance. 

“We need to have enough officers on 
duty to provide for the public and sup¬ 
port each other in doing a good job whilst 
at the same time ensuring everyone has 
enough time away from work to recharge 
the batteries and come back refreshed. 

“Given the financial constraints we 
face this is the best result we could 
provide for both the public and the 
officers who are keeping them safe.”

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Ed Balls launches Labour’s poster campaign as General Election battle hots up 



TWO of Labour’s political heav- 
weights - Shadow Chancellor Ed 
Balls and Shadow Health Secret¬ 
ary Andrew Burnham - visited 
Harlow to launch the party’s first 
poster of the 2015 General Elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

They were joined by Harlow 
parliamentary candidate Suzy 
Stride for the unveiling of the 
digital poster at the party’s offices 
at Flex Meadow on Friday. 

Earlier in the week Shadow 
Education Minister David Han¬ 
son was in town and on Saturday 
Shadow Minister for Welfare 
Reform Helen Goodman visited 
Harlow during which she spoke 
out against the so-called bedroom 
tax which she branded “cruel and 
unfair”. 

The poster, which features an X- 
ray image of a broken bone 
beneath the slogan ‘Next time 
they’ll cut to the bone’, was 
Labour’s response to Chancellor 
George Osborne’s plans to cut 
public spending announced in the 
Budget two days earlier. 

Mr Balls said: “The cuts to pub¬ 
lic services like police, defence 


and social care would be so deep 
they’d be almost impossible to 
achieve. People will conclude that 
to make their sums add up the 
Tories will end up cutting our 
NHS.” 

Mr Burnham added: “The Tor¬ 
ies are completely silent on the 
NHS. They had nothing to offer it 
in the Budget and are desperate 
not to talk about it during the 
election campaign.” 

Ms Stride said the NHS was the 


single biggest issue among Har¬ 
low voters, adding: “People are 
extremely worried about the 
future of the NHS, about waiting 
times and appointments being 
cancelled. 

“The NHS staff, our doctors and 
nurses, are working incredibly 
hard under massive pressure. The 
Government has made ridiculous 
cuts to the budget; the NHS is 
broken under Tory rule.” 

On Saturday, Ms Goodman 


joined Ms Stride as she went door- 
to-door canvassing for support 
and visited people affected by the 
single room supplement. 

Ms Goodman said: “When the 
Government introduced it they 
already knew that there weren’t 
enough smaller properties for 
people to move into, but they went 
ahead anyway. 

“We will fund any costs of can¬ 
celling the bedroom tax by revers¬ 
ing George Osborne’s recent tax 


cut for hedge funds announced in 
the 2013 Budget and reversing the 
shares for rights scheme which, 
according to the Office for Budget 
Responsibility, has opened up a 
tax loophole and will lead to £lbn 
being lost to the Exchequer.” 

Miss Stride said: “At the 
moment 728 people in Harlow are 
paying [the bedroom tax] but at 
least as many more will be caught 
if the Tories win again. 

“Robert Halfon voted for the 


bedroom tax, Labour has pledged 
to abolish it and only a Labour 
government will do this.” 

Immigration was on the agenda 
when Mr Hanson and Ms Stride 
met a group of Harlow residents at 
a coffee morning in St Paul’s 
Church last Wednesday. 

Around 30 residents, invited 
personally by Miss Stride, had 
filled in a questionnaire before 
the meeting and contributed to a 
wide discussion. 

Miss Stride added: “Immigra¬ 
tion has been a topic people raise 
with me consistently and it’s 
important and interesting to hear 
people’s views. 

“We need a policy which is fair 
to both people living here already 
and people moving here. 

“Labour would invest in our 
border controls so that we have a 
proper system of counting people 
in and out and we are the only 
party that will implement a new 
law to prevent employers under¬ 
cutting wages by exploiting 
immigration, we will ban agen¬ 
cies from only recruiting from 
abroad.” 


Ukip rocked by new 
council resignation 


Councillor says Dorset move makes role impractical

A SECOND Ukip councillor in 
Harlow is to stand down, less than 
a year after being elected. 

Terry Spooner, who won a seat 
in the Great Parndon ward in last 
May’s local elections, announced 
this week he was resigning after 
admitting that living in Dorset 
has left him unable to fulfil his 
Harlow commitments. 

Quit 

He is the second Ukip coun¬ 
cillor to quit since the party won 
five seats in last year’s elections. 
Mark Hall councillor Jerry Craw¬ 
ford stepped down in December 
due to ill health. 

Labour won the subsequent by- 
election in February which saw 
Ukip’s vote halved. 

This week Cllr Spooner said: 


& 
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“The reason I am resigning is 
because it is impractical for me to 
continue. 

“It was a hard decision as I have 
always enjoyed serving the res¬ 
idents of Great Parndon but after 
moving to Dorset last August it 
has become impractical with all 
the travelling I have to do.” 

Harlow Ukip member Mark 
Gough denied Cllr Spooner’s 
resignation was a setback for the 
party and predicted the by-elec¬ 
tion will be “interesting”. 

“It will be the same day as the 
General Election,” he said. “ Usu¬ 
ally these polls will only have a 30 
per cent turnout but the results 
will be skewed this time by a 65 


per cent turnout. 

“It will be interesting to see 
what happens but I think we have 
as good a chance as any.” 

He added: “He (Cllr Spooner) is 
doing the right thing based on 
geography. It is another example 
of Ukip doing the right thing.” 

Great Parndon has tradition¬ 
ally been a Conservative strong¬ 
hold and there are currently two 
Tory councillors. Andrew John¬ 
son, leader of the Conservative 
group on the council, said he was 
“confident” of regaining the seat. 

Fight 

He said Cllr Spooner’s decision 
to resign was the “right thing to 
do”, adding: “We will continue to 
work and fight the ward hard and 
hope to see a third Conservative 
councillor serving the residents 
of Great Parndon.”

Tributes paid to 
ex-council chief 

MEP leads praise to calm and talented manager

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
former Harlow Council general 
manager Dermot Byrne, who has 
died at the age of 68. 

Mr Byrne was at the helm of the 
council during the 1980s and 
1990s, a time when local author¬ 
ities were faced with spending 
caps imposed by central govern¬ 
ment. 

The son of Irish immigrants, 
who moved to England before the 
war, he was born at Queen Char¬ 
lotte’s Hospital in 1946. 

He gained a place at Cardinal 
Vaughan Grammar School in 
London and was the first member 
of his family to go to university, 
reading geography at Durham. 

It was there he became a stu¬ 
dent political leader and cam¬ 
paigner, protesting against the 
apartheid regime in South Africa. 
He was once arrested for charging 
on to rugby pitches in protest at 
the Springboks tours. 

It was also at Durham that he 
first met his future wife. The 
couple were married in Birming¬ 
ham in 1969. 

While reading for his masters 
at Glasgow University he dis¬ 
covered his passion for the ideal¬ 
ism of the new town movement 
which resulted in his working 
first as a planner with Runcorn 
Council and then, in 1975, to 
Newham where he worked on the 
regeneration of the Docklands. 

Three years later, on St 
Patrick’s Day in 1978, he started 
working at Harlow Council as a 
young chief officer. 

His son, Labour MP Liam 
Byrne, said this week: “I used to

talk to Dad a lot about Harlow. His 
service was my own inspiration to 
get stuck into politics. I remember 
he paid my Labour membership 
dues when I was just 15. 

“To his dying days he drew 
inspiration from the idealism that 
built the town, for example help¬ 
ing me write a speech I delivered 
to Burnt Mill late last year about 
how Harlow showed just what can 
be done even when times are 
tough. 

“It was a town we founded and 
built so working people could 
have a better life - a good job and a 
decent home - even while we still 
had rationing. He was deeply 
influenced by the Catholic sense 
of social justice that he grew up 
with as a boy and brought to life a 
brilliant mix of ‘can do’ and com¬ 
passion. He was ambitious for the 
town and wanted it to be the best it 


could be.” 

He added: “He saw public ser¬ 
vice as the greatest calling. It was 
one of the greatest moments for 
me that he could see me sworn in 
as a member of parliament.” 

Harlow Council chairman Ian 
Beckett paid tribute to Mr Byrne. 
“Many of his friends who worked 
with him at the council remember 
him fondly and there are still 
colleagues who work at the coun¬ 
cil today who remember the con¬ 
tribution Dermot made to 
Harlow’s community services,” 
he said. 

Former council leader and cur¬ 
rent Essex MEP Richard Howitt 
added: “Dermot Byrne was quite 
simply one of the most talented 
local government officials of his 
generation in the country and I 
count myself lucky to have 
worked with him and Harlow very 
fortunate to have attracted his 
talents. 

“As first head of community 
services he helped establish 
Kingsmoor House and many 
other of the much-valued facil¬ 
ities of the town. Later I had the 
privilege of working with him to 
achieve the town’s first economic 
development strategy, and to win 
the boundary change which 
enabled the development of 
Church Langley. 

“Dermot was passionate about 
Harlow, brought up his own fam¬ 
ily in the town and today deserves 
his own place in the history of the 
the new town.” 

Mr Byrne passed away at Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital on 
Thursday following a short ill¬ 
ness. His funeral will take place at 
St Thomas More Church in Upper 
Park on Saturday at noon.

OBIN Hood and his 
Merry Men will be 
leaving Sherwood 
Forest and heading for 
Harlow this Easter for 
an out of season, but equally fun, 
pantomime. 

With a cast that includes 
former ITV presenter Chris 
Edgerley and Britain’s Got 
Talent impressionist Phillip 
Green, Robin Hood’s star line up 
promises fun for kids and 
smarter humour for adults. 

However, unlike the film and 
TV adaptions, this touring play 
will offer a new take on the tale 
with added songs and 
sing-a-longs. 

But despite the music there is 
a familiarity about how the plot 
unfolds with Robin recruiting a 
band of loyal merry men to rob 
from the rich and give to the 
poor while challenging the evil 
rule of the Sheriff of 
Nottingham. 

The plot develops when the 
Sheriff kidnaps Maid Marion, 
leaving Robin and co. to come 
and rescue her. 

The show will be running at 
Harlow’s Playhouse Theatre 
from Saturday, April 4 to 
Thursday, April 9, with a 
matinee and evening 
performance every day. 

Best known for his five year 
stint presenting CITV series 
Hi-5, acting is not a new venture 
for Chris, who was trained on 
stage and has gone onto appear 
in Emmerdale and Breathless. 

“We are making a mock 
production, with a bit of a 
Spamalot feel,” said Chris, 
referencing the famous Monty 


Python stage show, 

“All of us are playing very 
bright, bold, unsubtle characters 
but I think it’s got some balls to 
it. Robin is a gritty character 
and not the typical Prince 
Charming. 

“I’ve never played Robin 
before, but I like the character 
and how he has to keep the 
merry men in order but also 
tries to woo Maid Marion (played 
by Amanda Swift). 

“Marion keeps playing hard to 
get and Robin has to really get 
his act together to impress her, 
it’s great fun and I’ve really 
enjoyed working alongside 
Amanda.” 

Since finishing his work with 
ITV, Chris has gone onto star in 
pantomimes as Buttons in 
Cinderella and in Aladdin. He 
said his turns in these roles 
caught the eye of Tom Swift, who 
put the play together. 

“I have known Tom for several 
years through productions and 
when he decided he was doing 
Robin Hood he asked me to do it 
right away. 

“I’m really excited about the 
play, and it’s all gone really 
quickly so far,” he said four days 
into rehearsals. 

“In Harlow we’re going to be 
playing five days and doing 10 
shows in all over Easter. They 
are definitely going to enjoy it, 
especially as many of the cast 
have been here before and the 
audience will be looking out for 
some of their favourite actors. 
There is a real spirit of theatre 
in the town and it’s great to see 
The Playhouse so well 
supported. 


“I’ve never performed in 
Harlow before, but I’ve heard a 
lot about the audiences always 
up for being a laugh.” 

Tom agrees: “I know we’re 
going to get some parents bring 
their children along, and think 
‘oh no I’ve got to sit through a 
kids show’ but they end up 
getting really into it. 

“They always love to get 
involved.” 

Chris is currently dividing his 
time between preparing for 
Robin Hood by day, and starring 
in West End Marilyn Monroe 
musical Norma Jeane by night. 

“Both plays are just so 
completely different and I enjoy 
doing them both,” he said, 

“I have done a lot of signing 
over the years it was how I 
trained. My stage performances 
were what originally opened 
doors for me, I love it.” 

Harlow fan favourite Tom 
Swift has been a pantomime 
regular for years, appearing as 
Simple Simon, Muddles the 
Jester and Wishy Washy, but this 
time will be playing 
well-meaning but intellectually 
challenged Silly Willy Scarlet. 

His talents extend far beyond 
acting too, as he was the creative 
pair of hands that helped turn 
the story into a musical. 

“The story lends itself to song 
really well, and there are lots of 
opportunities for a musical 
number. Big John and Little 
John have a funny song, while 
Jamie Bannerman, who plays 
the villainous Sheriff of 
Nottingham has one of his own. 

“All of the songs are very

tongue in cheek and the love 
song between Robin and Marion 
has them literally singing ‘this is 
a love song,” he laughs. 

The cast is completed by Josh 
Bennett and Phillip Green, who 
play comedy duo Big and Little 
John. 

Josh is best known for 
appearing in Channel 4 
documentary Seven Dwarves, 
where he lived in a Big Brother 
style environment in a shared 
house with cameras everywhere. 
He said the intense experience 
was good for his career but was 
something he would be reluctant 
to ever do again. 

His difference in size as Big 
John compared to Phillip 
Green’s Little John is one of the 
shows jokes, and Phillip says he 
can’t wait to get going: 

“It’s stupid but it’s good at the 
same time, and it’s just my kind 
of humour,” he said. 

Phillip’s comedy impressions 
took him all the way to the 
semi-finals on Britain’s Got 
Talent in 2013 and has since 
branched out into acting. 

“Those buzzers are so loud, I 
was really relieved to get 
through the whole show without 
being buzzed. 

“Maybe that’s why I kept my 
routine so short” he laughed. 

The cast will be kicking off 
their UK tour in Lowestoft and 
will take Robin Hood all over the 
country before finishing in 
Bradford at the end of May.

MOOT Hall was transformed 
into an oppressive arena of 
despair, greed and alienation in 
this bold and imaginative 
production. 

Under the firm yet sensitive 
direction of Kerry Rowland, 
Steven Berkoffs nightmarish 
play based on Franz Kafka's 
surreal novel came to life in all 
its gruesome glory. 

The story revolves around 
hard-working travelling 
salesman Gregor Samsa, the sole 
support for his parents and 
younger sister Greta. Put-upon 
and harassed, he wakes one 
morning to find himself 


transformed into a huge insect. 

After their initial shock has 
worn off, his family work 
together to deal with the horrific 
situation, keeping the 
now-speechless Gregor locked in 
his bedroom and refusing to seek 
outside help. He is their guilty 
secret and, aside from feeding 
him and endeavouring to keep 
his room clean, they carry on as 
normal, focusing on their own 
selfish needs and desires. 

In the demanding role of 
Gregor, Dan Powell delivered a 
towering and energetic 
performance, writhing in agony 
at both his physical 
transformation and his 
subsequent inability to 
communicate with his family. It 
was a perfect portrayal of 


alienation through 
abandonment. 

Acting as ringmaster for the 
whole ghastly circus is the 
unemployed Mr Samsa, fretting 
about the family finances and 
how to keep Gregor’s 
transformation from the 
neighbours. Geoffrey Leeds gave 
a finely nuanced performance as 
the mercurial father, self-centred 
and bullish as he barked 
heartless orders at his family, yet 
smug and preening as he donned 
the uniform for his new 
part-time job. 

MHP newcomer Tori Tyler 
was sparky and assured as 
Greta, initially very concerned 
for her brother but graduating to 
apathy and acceptance of his 
situation as her own hopes for a 


better future via a good 
marriage take hold. 

As Gregor lies dying, only Mrs 
Samsa shows any real emotion 
and Claire Quley gave a superb 
portrayal of maternal love and 
loss. But even she appears 
anxious to move on, fussing over 
newly acquired lodgers (Mike 
Rees and Melissa Jones) and 
looking forward to a house move. 

With a stark, dramatic set, 
designed by Paul Regeli, and a 
distinct lack of props - much of 
the action was executed through 
skilful mime - this was a 
gripping and thought-provoking 
production that lived on in the 
memory long after the applause 
had died down.

ANTONIO takes 

It may be a cartoon, but playing Pirate Burger-Beard in The SpongeBob 
Movie wasn't child's play... Antonio Banderas tells Jeananne Craig 
about the painful secret under all that villainous facial fuzz 


f you find yourself 
whooping with laughter 
during the new SpongeBob 
SquarePants film, you 
might want to spare a 
thought for poor Antonio 
Banderas. 

Playing Pirate Burger-Beard in 
the comedy - a mix of live action 
and animation - required the 
Spanish star to don long, ratty 
locks and a fake beard big 
enough to house several small 
animals. 

“At six o’clock every morning, 
this kind of hairy tsunami came 
to me. It was like a bear attacked 
me and it stayed there for the 
rest of the day,” the 54-year-old 
says with a groan. 

“After three days with the glue 
and the amount of hair attached 
to my face, my skin started 
getting irritated, so I had to 
shave off the glue, literally, with 
a razor, every day.” 

Matters were made worse each 
time villainous Burger-Beard 
was required to emit a loud 
cackle. 

“Every time he laughed, my 
moustache got detached, so more 
glue... Maybe watching the 
movie, I’ll say, ‘Oh yes, I can see 
the pain in my face‘,” adds 
Banderas, whose skin is now 
clear and clean-shaven again. 

The SpongeBob Movie: Sponge 
Out Of Water is based on the 
hugely popular Nickelodeon TV 
series, following the lives of fast 
food worker SpongeBob and his 
pals in Bikini Bottom. 

When the top secret recipe for 
his Krabby Patty burgers is 
stolen, SpongeBob must join 
forces with arch rival Plankton 
to prevent Burger-Beard from 
capitalising on the delicious 
delicacies. 

Hilarity follows as SpongeBob 
and his gang - including 
Squidward, Patrick the sea star 
and Mr Krabs the crustacean - 


bag themselves some 
superpowers (with SpongeBob 
landing a six-pack and becoming 
the bubble-blowing 
Incredibubble) and head to the 
3D real world to track down their 
enemy. 

As the only ‘live’ character in 
the film, Banderas had to act 
opposite tennis balls and brooms 
before the special effects team 
got to work adding his co-stars. 

And despite the itchy beard 
and the hot days on location in 
Savannah, Georgia, Banderas - 
who announced his split from 
wife of 18 years Melanie Griffith 
in 2014 - found filming “a lot of 
fun”. 

“My daughter [Stella, 

Banderas and Griffith’s 
18-year-old] and I love 
SpongeBob, and I’d be a fool to 
turn down the chance to share 
the screen with such an iconic 
presence,” he adds. 


While Stella hasn’t decided on 
her career path yet, her older 
half-sister, Banderas’ former 
stepdaughter Dakota Johnson 
(from Griffiths’ previous 
marriage to actor Don Johnson), 
has followed in her family’s 
footsteps. 

The 25-year-old played leading 
lady and S&M novice Anastasia 
Steele in this year’s hotly 
anticipated Fifty Shades Of Grey 
adaptation. 

“We all knew in the family that 
she’s a great actress, and 
surprisingly not only a good 
dramatic actress, she’s very good 
with comedy,” notes Banderas, 
who says he hasn’t watched Fifty 
Shades yet. “We’re very 
confident that she is driving her 
career properly.” 

Banderas still possesses the 
good looks that helped propel 
him to fame, along with some 
laughter lines around his eyes 


and silver flecks in his hair. 

The star - whose ex-wife is 
rumoured to have gone under the 
knife to preserve her looks - says 
male actors don’t face the same 
image pressures as female stars. 
Still; what’s his secret? 

“If you take life in a natural 
way and you accept the passage 
of time, which is impossible to 
stop - never pretend to fight the 
impossible and the certainties 
that come with existence,” he 
starts. 

“I try to be as natural as 
possible. I understand though, 
especially [for] women, the 
tremendous pressure that they 
receive in a place like Hollywood, 
where thousands of new girls 
arrive every year all fresh and 
new, and when you’re getting to a 
certain age, they can feel the 
push of these things... 

“It’s more cruel unfortunately 
for women than men. There’s a 
social convention that allows 
men to grow older and not be so 
criticised and pushed about 
beauty, and for women it’s 
different. 

“It’s ridiculous, but that’s the 
way that we created image 
around ourselves.” 

Born to a police officer and a 
teacher in Malaga, Banderas’ 
own career began on the stage. 

In fact, before he appeared in 
professional projects, he was 
treading the boards in plays for 
children in the late Seventies. 

“I was very young, 17 years 
old, performing characters that 
were actually very close to this 
pirate,” he recalls, his Spanish 
accent still strong.

SLAVISHLY adapted from 
Disney’s classic 1950 animated 
musical, Kenneth Branagh’s 
live action version of the 
fairy-tale romance doesn’t 
skimp on the period detail. 

Sandy Powell’s luxurious 
costumes, Dante Ferretti’s 
opulent set designs and 
Patrick Doyle’s sweeping 
orchestral score conjure a 
magical world of unerring love 
in which even we gasp at the 
gargantuan splendour of the 
grand ball where the prince 
must choose his wife. 


While this Cinderella 
unquestionably dazzles the 
senses, screenwriter Chris 
Weitz is shackled to fond 
memories of the hand-drawn 
film and consequently, he has 
almost no room for flourishes 
of originality. 

Before all of the 
jiggery-pokery with a 
pumpkin, four mice and a 
goose, Ella (Lily James) is 
consigned to the kitchen by 
her vindictive stepmother 
Lady Tremaine (Cate 
Blanchett) and brattish 


stepsisters, Anastasia 
(Holliday Grainger) and 
Drizella (Sophie McShera). 

Emboldened by the dying 
words of her mother (Hayley 
Atwell) - “Have courage and 
be kind” - Ella tries to rise 
above the bullying. 

When the name-calling 
becomes too frightful, she 
escapes on horseback and 
catches the eye of the dashing 
Prince (Richard Madden), who 
must pick a bride at the behest 
of the dying King (Derek 
Jacobi). 

So the Prince throws a 
lavish ball where Ella makes 
her grand entrance then 
disappears as the clock chimes 
midnight, leaving behind 
footwear that would surely 
pose a health and safety risk 
in any other film. 

“Find that girl - the 
forgetful one who loses her 
shoes!” decrees the Captain of 


the royal guard (Nonzo 
Anosie). 

Cinderella will enchant a 
generation of girls, who dream 
of donning the tiara of a 
Disney princess. 

James and Madden are an 
attractive screen pairing, 
while Blanchett draws 
inspiration from Joan 
Crawford to cast a formidable 
shadow from beneath the brim 
of her character’s extravagant 
hats. 

“I do love a happy ending, 
don’t you?” gushes one of the 
characters. 

The main feature is 
preceded by the animated 
short Frozen Fever, which 
continues the adventures of 
sisters Anna (voiced by 
Kristen Bell) and Elsa (Idina 
Menzel) as they prepare for a 
birthday celebration.

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Get BAKING for EASTER 


Hit a sweet note this Easter and give these lovely 
bakes a whirl. Keeley Bolger heads to the Good 
Housekeeping Institute for a biscuit-making 
masterclass and comes out with some fantastic results 


he UK splashes out around 
£365million every year on 
Easter eggs. It’s big business. 
In fact, in 2014, we scoffed 92 
million Cadbury Creme Eggs, 
while Thorntons are currently 
re-stocking their shelves with some 
three million Harry Hopalot chocolate 
bunnies. 

But if your favourite egg has 
already flown off the shelves, or 
you’ve had your fill of chocolate, you 
could try making some alternative 
sugary hits instead. 

I head to the Good Housekeeping 
Institute for a masterclass with cook 
Cher Loh, who is here to teach me and 
a batch of other merry bakers, how to 
whizz up some Easter biscuits. 

He reassures us they are “easy to 
make” - and for us, it’s made all the 
easier by the fact that Loh has already 
mixed up and chilled some dough. 

After rolling some out on the work 
surface, I’m just about to hastily shove 
my biscuit-cutter into the middle 
when Loh stops me. 

“Start from the edge of dough, so 
you get as many biscuits as possible 
from it,” he advises. 

After cutting out all our biscuits, 
they’re arranged on parchment and 
re-chilled, before baking in the oven 


and then being left to cool. 

Next comes the fun part - 
decorating. 

With a steady hand and using a 
tasteful palette of three pastel 
colours, Loh pipes neat lines, 
squiggles and lattices onto each of 
his biscuits. They look like edible 
works of art when he’s finished. 

But with a stack of errands to run 
and a tendency to become impatient 
with baking, I stick with a simple 
pink squiggle, yellow line and pale 
blue zig-zag on mine. 

They look a little childlike 
compared to Loh’s (and the other 
bakers’ in the class), who’ve carefully 
piped their names, Easter messages 
and woodland creatures onto theirs. 

Still, it’s the effort that counts, 
right? And while baking biscuits 
from scratch has taken a bit more 
effort than my usual supermarket 
dash, it’s a lot more fun giving out 
handmade gifts, and I’m pleased to 
report that my batch is met with 
approval from my colleagues the next 
day. 

To try your hand at making your 
own Easter treats, here are three 
recipes from the Good Housekeeping 
Institute... 


Iced Easter Biscuits 

MAKES 10 
Ingredients 

75g unsalted butter, softened, 
plus extra to grease 
10Og caster sugar 
40g condensed milk 
1 medium egg, beaten 
Finely grated zest of 1/2 
orange or 1/2 lemon 
1/2tsp baking powder 
200g plain flour, plus extra to 
dust 

Pinch of salt 

For the icing: 

lOOg icing sugar 

Food colouring pastes 

Ribbon, to decorate (optional) 

Method 

Put the butter, sugar and 
condensed milk into a large 
bowl. Mix with a wooden 
spoon until pale and fluffy. 

Next, beat in the egg a little at 
a time, then add the zest, 
followed by the baking powder, 
flour and a pinch of salt. Bring 
together with your hands, then 
wrap in cling film and chill for 
30 minutes. 

Lightly grease two large baking 
sheets with butter. Lightly flour 
a work surface and roll out the 
dough to 5mm thick. Stamp 
out Easter shapes, re-rolling 
the trimmings. 

Arrange the biscuits on the 
prepared sheets. If you later 
want to thread a ribbon 
through the top, make a 5mm 
hole in each biscuit with a 
skewer. Chill for 15 minutes. 

Preheat the oven to 
180C/160C fan/gas 4. Bake 
the biscuits for 10-12 minutes 
until lightly golden. Loosen 
with a palette knife, then 
transfer them to a wire rack to 
cool completely. 

For the icing, sift icing sugar 
into a bowl and add just 
enough water to make a thick, 
spreadable icing. Divide 
among small bowls and add 
colouring to each as needed. 
Pipe or spread over the 
biscuits and leave to set. If you 
like, you can thread ribbons 
through the biscuits and hang 
them up. 

Hot Cross Buns 

MAKES 12 
Ingredients 

300g strong white bread flour, 
plus extra to dust 

Itsp mixed spice 

25g cold unsalted butter, cut 
into cubes, plus extra to 
grease 

50g caster sugar 

Finely grated zest of 1/2 lemon 

1x7g sachet fastaction dried 
yeast 

170ml semi-skimmed milk, 
plus a dash more if needed 

1 medium egg 

75g sultanas or mixed fruit for 
the cross topping 

Itbsp plain flour 
1/2tsp salt 

Itbsp golden syrup, to glaze 

Method 

Put the strong flour, mixed 


spice, butter and half a 
teaspoon of salt into a food 
processor, and pulse until the 
mixture resembles fine 
breadcrumbs. Alternatively, rub 
the butter into the flour mixture 
using your fingers. 

Add the sugar, lemon zest and 
yeast and pulse again (or stir) 
to combine. Empty the mixture 
into a large bowl and make a 
well in the centre. Gently heat 
the milk until it’s just warm, 
then add the milk and egg to 
the flour bowl and stir quickly 
to make a soft dough. If the 
mixture feels too dry, you can 
add a little more cold milk. 

Dust a work surface with flour, 
then knead the dough for five 
minutes or until elastic. 

Transfer dough to a large, 
lightly greased bowl, cover 
with cling film, and leave in a 
warm place to rise for one 
hour. 

Transfer the dough to a work 
surface and knead in the 
sultanas (you may need to flour 
the work surface again). 

Return the dough to the bowl, 
cover with cling film and leave 
to rise for 30 minutes. 

Lightly grease a baking sheet 
with butter. Turn the dough out 
onto a floured work surface 
and divide into 12 equal 
pieces. Shape each into a ball, 
then flatten slightly. Arrange 
the balls on the baking sheet, 
spacing them a little apart. 
Cover with a clean tea towel 
and leave to rise for 45 
minutes. 

Preheat the oven to 
220C/200C fan/gas 7. To make 
the cross topping, put the flour 
into a small bowl and mix in 
just enough cold water to give 
it a smooth, pipeable 
consistency (about two 
tablespoons). Put the flour 
mixture into a piping bag (no 


need for a nozzle), snip off 
the tip and, working quickly, 
pipe a cross on top of each 
bun. 

Bake the buns for 15-18 
minutes, or until golden and 
risen. As soon as they come 
out of the oven, brush with 
golden syrup. Then allow to 
cool completely on a wire 
rack - or eat warm with 
lashings of butter. 


Simnel Cake 

SERVES 12 

Ingredients 

225g butter, softened, plus 
extra to grease 

225g self-raising flour 
2tsp ground mixed spice 
400g mixed dried fruit 
150g light muscovado sugar 
50g golden syrup 
Finely grated zest of 2 lemons 

4 medium eggs, lightly 
beaten 

Icing sugar, to dust 
250g marzipan 
2tbsp apricot jam 
Method 

Preheat oven to 170C/150C 
fan/gas 3. Grease a 19cm 
round cake or springform tin 
with butter and line with 
baking parchment. 

In a large bowl, stir together 
the flour, mixed spice and 
dried fruit until combined. Put 
the butter, muscovado sugar, 
syrup and lemon zest into a 
separate large bowl and beat 
together using a hand-held 
electric whisk until pale and 
fluffy (about three minutes). 

Gradually beat in the eggs, 
whisking well after each 


addition. Add flour mixture and 
fold in with a large metal 
spoon. 

Empty the mixture into the 
prepared tin and bake. Cover 
with foil after one hour of 
cooking, then cook for a 
further 25 minutes, or until the 
cake is risen and springy to the 
touch. A skewer inserted into 
the centre should come out 
clean, but don’t be tempted to 
test too early or the cake may 
sink. Leave to cool completely 
in the tin. 

Take the cake out of the tin, 
peel off the parchment and 
transfer to a serving plate. To 
decorate, dust the work 
surface with icing sugar and 
roll out two-thirds of the 
marzipan until large enough for 
a 19cm circle (cut around base 
of cake tin). 

Heat the jam with one 
teaspoon of water in a small 
pan over a medium heat until 
runny. Brush the top of the 
cake with some jam, then lay 
the marzipan circle on top and 
gently press down to stick. 
Using a small knife, score lines 
on top of the marzipan to 
make a diamond pattern. 

Crimp the edge of the 
marzipan using the thumb and 
forefinger of one hand, and the 
index finger of the other. 

Roll the remaining marzipan 
into 11 equal-sized balls. 

Brush the underside of each 
with a little jam or water and 
stick to the top of the cake. If 
you like, you can use a 
blowtorch to lightly brown the 
marzipan balls.

The x-wave roof, price £895 (including VAT), 
can also be ordered together with the x-tra 
convenience pack, and with all other options 
and customisation features available for x- 
pression, apart from the roof decals. 

Power is up over the old car, but given that 
the improvement is only from 67 to 68bhp, we 
won’t get too excited, either about that or a 
torque (pulling power) increase from 92 to 
95Nm. 

In an effort to improve flexibility, some 85Nm 


of that is available from as low as 2,000rpm, so 
you won’t need to rev the car to death in order 
to get it moving. 

As before, there are no pokier petrol engines 
and no diesel option. You can get a self-shifting 
gearbox though as an option (we hesitate to call 
it an ‘automatic’). 

Actually, it’s what the engineers call an 
‘automated manual’ gearbox that can be used 
in fully automatic mode, or with manual gear 
selection using paddle shifts or the shift lever. 

The cutesy, inoffensive look of the previous 
car has been replaced by something with a 
whole lot more attitude. 

A distinctive and characterful design - 
dubbed ‘ J-Playful’ in reference to Japan’s hip 
youth culture - sees the designers use the 
concept of a soft object breaking through the 
hard shell of the design, creating break lines 
and giving Aygo its distinctive frontal X- 
graphic. 


This spreads outwards across the surface of 
the bodywork and takes in all the vehicle’s 
main external features, including upper and 
lower grilles, headlamps, foglamps, and even 
mirrors and side glazing. 

It’s incredibly bold and makes the Aygo look 
bigger and more assertive, despite the fact that 
it measures 25mm longer than before at 
3,455mm. Front headroom has been increased 
by 7mm, despite overall vehicle height being 
lowered by 5mm to 1,460mm. 

The ability to personalise the car and access 
connected services such as social networking 
have transformed the Aygo from a runabout 
primarily appealing to the elderly to one with a 
more youthful appeal. 

Tapping into a market of people who may 
never have considered a Toyota before is vital 
and the Aygo is Toyota’s lure for Gen Y-ers 
reluctantly forced to own a car. They may have 
unknowingly lucked in.

Record-breaking wicket haul turns one-day series as England win

CRICKETER Matthew Cowdery 
played a record-breaking starring 
role as the England Learning Dis¬ 
ability team completed a resound¬ 
ing 5-1 series win over Australia. 

Harlow’s Cowdery took sensa¬ 
tional career-best figures of 7-19 
last Friday in the fourth match of 
the one-day series. 

This was the best figures ever 
taken by a cricketer in an England 
LD match. 

This helped England hammer 
Australia by eight wickets to 
move 3-1 ahead in the six-match 
series. 

The opening bowler, who 
turned 24 on Saturday, delivered 
eight stunning overs to help 
skittle the hosts for just 44 in 
Melbourne. 

The result meant the tourists 
could not lose the series, with the 
final two matches taking place on 
Monday and Tuesday, both of 
which England won. 

Stunning performance 

Former Harlowbury School stu¬ 
dent Cowdery, a player at Nazeing 
Common Cricket Club, was 
handed the man of the match 
award after his stunning perform¬ 
ance in the fourth match last Fri¬ 
day which turned the series in 
England’s direction. 

Speaking straight afterwards 
he said: “It was good, a decent 
atmosphere. The pitch played well 
and we bowled well. 

“We played much better than 
yesterday [March 19]. The team 
performance was better. 
Everything was better than yes¬ 
terday.” 

England lost two wickets in 
reply but skipper Chris Edwards 
and Lee Stenning led their side 


home in 13 overs. 

Cowdery was watched by his 
parents, Sue and Steve, and sister 
Hannah, who travelled out from 
their Harlow home to watch the 
whole series, the first time the 
player had represented England. 

His mum said yesterday: “We 
are very proud, the entire series 
has been professional throughout 
and thanks to INAS [a charity for 
people with learning difficulties 
which organised the series], the 
ECB, management, coaches and 
sponsors.” 

England had lost the first of the 
six one-day internationals but 
bounced back emphatically to win 
the remaining five games, with 
Cowdery one of the key men. 

In the final match a first inter¬ 
national century from captain 
Edwards secured a fifth success¬ 
ive win in the series. 

Edwards, who hit 11 fours, 


made 104 of England’s 199 for 
eight in a game reduced from 40 to 
35 overs a side due to rain at 
Princes Park in Melbourne. 

The hosts’ reply was limited to 
164-5. 

At the closing ceremony 
Edwards was named man of the 
series after averaging 97 and also 
returning best bowling figures of 
3-2 off two overs. 

The 22-year-old, who was also 
man of the match in the final 
game, said: “To win 5-1 in Aus¬ 
tralia is amazing, a great feeling 
to finally to get the series over and 
done with and we can go and 
celebrate well tonight. 

“It’s very wild at the moment. 
Everyone is jumping around, over 
the moon. It’s just unbelievable. I 
can’t really put it into words just 
how pleased everyone is.” 

Cowdery and the England party 
return home this weekend.
